THE INCOME TAX 

Form for filing Dominion Income 
'lax Returns for 1919 have now been 
supplied to all postmasters in thi. 
proVince and in view of the fact that 
Hi - 1919 amendment to the Income 
'Ll x Act calls for a penalty of 25 per 
cent of the amount of the tax should 
the taxpayer fail to file his return on 
or before April 30, 1920, all persons 
who aie taxable should see that their 
returns are.iecorded by the date nam¬ 
ed otherwise the-penalty set out in 
the act must be strictly adhered to.

credits in the west - or y i a limited 
number of commercial hou^s of tlie 
very higher standing boi rowing laige 
amounts can secure this rate. The 
general run of loins to intermediate 
commercial houses is on a seven per 
cert basis and, at smaller western 
poinlj, the rate is eight per cent. He 
gives as his reasi ns. for. the differen¬ 
tiation between commercial loans and 
faun Moan that the former are more 
|satisfactory. To explain the ground 
he has taken, Mr. Brown points out 
that the better class of commercial 
borrower brings into the bank once a 
year a statement, audited and cei ti¬ 
tled by chaitered accountants, with all 
the particulars necessary to give a 
clear view of his >ea .• operations a. 
well as. tbeu-eope of his business foi 
the ensuing year, a^d there is seldom 
room for doubt or hesitation as to the 
merits of the application fur credit. 

On the other hand, vciy few farm¬ 
ers keep a complete set of books, and. 
consequently, to obtain a • correct 
statement is in most cases a mattei 
of some difficulty. As a rule, tfie 
I country bank manager has to sit dow n 
I with each farmer customer and spend 
a good deal of time gathering'the ne¬ 
cessary information as to his as; . t.- 
and liabilities. To obtain complete 
facts on the vital point of his liabili¬ 
ties involves an enquiiy as to mort¬ 
gage, interests, debts for machinery 
livestock, store accounts, etc., and the 
information thus gathered has to b- 
subsequently verified. The fact is 
[ that th ? average farmer relies upon 
[the branch man: ger fft* ascertain foi 
him just where 1 stands financ ' illy 

Then after establishing a credit foi 
a farmer custome the manager ha¬ 
lo keep in touch with _his customer’s 
operations. It is necessary for him 
to be on his guard at all times against 
the farmer who can be talked into 
over-buying land, i t plements, -etc. 
and in this connection the manage! 
acts as financial counsellor to a large 
percentage Of his farmer customers. 

Besides, very few farmers _ keep 
track of the dates of their maturing 
obligations, and the branch managei 
has to write many of his farmer cus 
tomers to call and arrange for renew¬ 
als of notes, notwithstanding that the 
notes arc-usually drawn so as to ne¬ 
cessitate only one or two renewals in 
12 months. The bank must also keep 
track of his customer’s outside obliga¬ 
tions on machine notes, etc., and see 
that his customer makes proper "pro¬ 
vision for (payment of the same as 
they fall due. 

From the reasons he-gives ,,,Mr. 
Brown holds that the cost to the bank 
of conducting ten farmers’., credits of 
$1,000 each would lie very much more 
than even ten times the cost of estab¬ 
lishing one commercial credit of 
$10,000. 

The moral of Mr. Brown’s story is 
that it is essential for farmers, should 
they desire to get better consideiation 
from the banks in the matter of cre¬ 
dits, to keep books and to run their 
[farms on a business ba.-is on rommer- 
Irial lines.—Lethbridge Herald.
